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Reaction around the world to 
Soviet Monaco’s gift of 16 bombs 
to the Loyola Student Associa- 
tion ranged from such comments 
as “abominable” to ‘‘smash- 
ing.” 

In Washington, President John- 
son promised immediate foreign 
aid to “‘help the societies of the 
Student Association’’ and ex- 
pressed his ‘‘sincere desire that 


“Loyola’s acquisition of these nuc- 


lear devices would not change 
its relations with the Great So- 
ciety.” 

It was Mao-Tse-Tung who la- 
belled the gift as ‘‘abominable."’ 
He stated, ““The people of the 
glorious republic of China do not 
feel that such a mechanized so- 
ciety should be given such power- 
ful weapons. Monaco should have 
given them to us instead.” 

On the other hand, when the 
telegram announcing the event 
reached him in the House of 
Commons, British Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson leaped up and yel- 
led “smashing!’’ prior to reading 
its contents to the MP’s. 

Prime Minister Pearson and 
Premier Lesage were “unavail- 
able for comment.” 

In Paris, President de Gaulle 
immediately proclaimed: 

“Québec is a _ nation,” he 
stated, “and we will not tolerate 
nuclear neo-colonialism in any 
part of l'état du Québec.’

IBMs Replace Administration

It was announced today that 
the entire administrative staff of 
Loyola College has been replaced 
by computers. Reports state that 
since last Sunday the entire col- 
lege has been under the guidance 
of modern machines. 

“This is a first for Loyola, a 
first for Canada, a first for edu- 
cation, and a first for the en- 
tire computer industry,” said 
1620-26B today, the new college 
president. 

*“T and my colleagues, models 
three six zero dash four zero C 
to dash six zero H. are pleased 
with the change, and will en- 
deavour to carry on where the 
previous administration has been 
forced to leave off.’’ 

It was also. disclosed that 
students have no need to fear of 
their being reduced to computer 
ecard,s as the new staff intends 
to use banks of tape machines 
to record and store information 
on students and student activi- 
ties. 

Instead of being pieces of per- 
forated cardboard, students will 
be micro-meters of magnetic 
tape. This change has been made 
to prevent any feelings of admin- 
istrative indifference and emo- 


tional insecurity on the part of 
the students. 

“We would not be able to con- 
trol a serious demonstration,’ 
added the new president. 

“We shall try to administer our 
duties as humanly as possibie,’’ 
announced a highly placed mem- 
ber of the new staff, who asked 
that his number not be disclosed. 
“We have every interest of the 
students at the heart of our cen- 
tralized control center.” 

All courses in electronics will 
henceforth be dropped from the 
curriculum, it was also dis- 
eovered, It is believed that this 
could be the first of many steps 
by the administration to secure 
their presently shaky hold on 
power. By eliminating possible 
sources of opposition, the new 
executive hopes to gain complete 
control in the near future. 

A brighter side to this story is 
that the previous administration 
has not been harmed in any way. 
Its members have been kept on 
the staff as ‘technical advisers,”’ 
since they know nothing of com- 
puter electronics. They are cur- 
rently working as oilers, greas- 
ers, and burnt-out bulb replacers 
for the new staff. 

Also, is was revealed that for 





the period. of one year, the -old' 





administration will- continue to 
draw the same salaries that they 
had been receiving prior to the 
takeover. They will then be pen- 
sioned off as students. 

“We are looking forward to a 
peaceful and quiet year,’’ com- 
mented the new president, ‘“‘and 


expect no serious complaints 
from the students. We must an- 
nounce, however, that the cur- 
rent counseling services offered 
by the college will have to be dis- 
continued, as we are understaffed 
in that department. Nobody used 
them anyway.” 








Board Of Publications 
Grabs ‘Time’ In Coup —

The Board of Publications 
assumed control of Time ma- 
gazine last night. In an 
abrupt coup, the five mem- 
bers of the board violently 
overthrew the editors of Time 
in their downtown offices. 

In a_ statement to the 
NEWS, Publications  chair- 
man Pete McCracken said: 
“We felt that Time was not 
fulfilling its duty to the 
people of Canada. Up till last 
night, Time was a magazine 
for people who couldn’t think.”* 

The coup took place at 11.30 
p.m, last night. McCracken, 


Jim Cullen, Tony Ryan, Steve 
Sims, Terry Riley, and Rev. 
J. O’Brien, SJ, snuck up to 
the Time offices with water 
pistols, pillow cases, and 
ropes. 

They immediately tied up 
the editors, stuffing them into 
the pillow cases and throwing 
them down the elevator shaft. 
At last report, the editors 
were still alive, but McCrack- 
en stated emphatically that 
this situation would be im- 
mediately remedied. 

McCracken indicated that 
the Board would soon issue a 
policy statement for Time,

Soviet Monaco yesterday 
delivered 16 atomic bombs 
to the Student Association 
of Loyola. The bombs were 
sent “to back Loyola’s bid 
to remain outside of the 
Union Générale des Etu- 
diants du Québec as the last 
bastion of the British Em- 
pire in western Quebec.” 

Princess Grace of Monaco 
presented the bombs to 
Student Administrative 
Council President John 
Collyer in an_ elaborate 
ceremony on the steps of the 
Temporary Student Centre. 

A nuclear scientist on campus 
confirmed that the bombs “are 
the latest models available, sur- 
passing the best of the Amer- 
ican '66 crop.” 

Collyer expressed hiS “sincere 
gratitude”, stating that ‘‘we will

He emphasized that “Atomic 
bombs or no atomic bombs 
Ee will not intimidate us. We

are presently negotiating with 
President de Gaulle in an attempt 
to purchase part of his arsenal, 
We will bury Loyola,” 

Upon hearing of the gift, the 
Duchy of Luxembourg donated 
16 B-52 bombers “to go with the 
bombs.” 

Collyer also announced plans 
of closing off Sherbrooke St. in 
order to furnish airplanes with a 
runway. 

He also indicated that at first 
the Maroon and White would be 
given charge of caring for the 
weapons and airplanes, but added 
that “soon we will build a little 
air force. all our own.” 

College President IBM 1620-26B 
stated that the College will fur- 
nish credit courses im air war- 
fare immediately. The statement 
did not elaborate as to the actual 
staff for the courses. 

The computer also asked 
Collyer if he would “be willing to 
use the afore-mentioned weapons 
te back Loyola’s bid for a uni- 
versity charter.”’

By now it should have been quite apparent 
that the Student Centre Committee has been 
actively engaged in a campaign to educate 
the student body as to the details of the pro- 
posed Student Centre Building. All endeavors 
in this field will come to a head on Thurs- 
day and Friday of next week, the 9th and 
10th of December. 

As was made public in last week's issue 
of the NEWS, the students will apply for a 
$1 million loan through Mr. Coleman, General 
Manager of the Royal Bank of Canada, to 
initiate the building of the Centre. 

Fr. Malone, President of Loyola, has of- 
ficially announced that it is the intention of 
the College to match any sum that the stu- 
dents might raise. This means that if the 
students are in agreement to make applica- 
tion for the loan, construction can begin 
sometime next year on a $2 million reserve. 

The $1 million loan to the students would 
be repaid over a period of 15 years, the term 
commencing upon completion of the building 
in 1968. In order to finance the repayment 
of this loan by 1983, it would therefore be 
necessary to introduce a reasonable increase 
in the student activity fee. 

The bulk of this loan would naturally be 
paid off by those students who would be using

At this time the major raise in the fee of 
$15 over and above the temporary raise 
would come into effect, As was also pointed 
out in last week’s NEWS, the average rate 


their own Student Centre is $20 - $25 per 
semester, as compared to the suggested rate 
of $25 per year at Loyola. 

It is for this reason that John Collyer, SAC 
president, in conjunction with the Student 
Centre Committee, has decided that a general 
student referendum on the issue of financing 
the loan will be held next Thursday, so that 
the student body can express approval or re- 
jection of the idea of a Student Centre Build- 
ing. Unless the referendum is endorsed by a 
minimum of 1136 full-time students, it may 
be another ten, fifteen years before Loyola 
students will have a decent place to eat a 
meal on campus, for the College at present 
is primarily concerned with expanding its 
classroom facilities. 

Whatever the decision be, it is the respons- 
ibility of the student to cast his ballot on this 
most serious matter next week.
